2. American BW drop  r e p o r t e d  by Chinese u n i t :  A Chinese 
Communist rocket launcher  a r t i l l  e r y  u n i t  r e p o r t e d  on 6 May 
t h a t  "an enemy p l a n e  (was observed)  dropping.propaganda 
l e a f l e t s  and ge rmic ida l  bombs." The message con t inued  t h a t  
"the germs w e r e  epread  over  an area 150 m e t e r s  wide and 
600 meters long" and t h a t  the"42nd Army ( i n  combat i n  w e s t  
cen t ra l  Korea) w a s  d i s p a t c h i n g  pe r sonne l  t o  take some s p e c i -  
mens." (SUEDE 501st C o r n  Recon Grp Korea,  K-2757, 11 May 52) 

Comment: Various North Korean u n i t s  r e p o r t e d  t h e  
a l l e g e d  use  of b i o l o g i c a l  warfare by t h e  United S t a t e s  ea r l ie r  
i n  May. I t  is e n t i r e l y  p o s s i b l e  t h a t  these messages may be 
used t o  c o n t i n u e  t h e  momentum of t h e  Communist BW propaganda 
campaign. 

3. Lumbering job occup ies  Chinese Communist a r t i l l e r y  u n i t :  
On 5 Kay an  u n i d e n t i f i e d  Chi 11888 Communist u n i t ,  p o s s i b l y  an  
a n t i - t a n k  a r t i l l e r y  b a t t a l i o n ,  was o rde red  t o  "pull o u t  one 
p l a t o o n  each, c o n S i s t i n g  of 20 men, from t h e  f o u r t h  company 
and t h e  a n t i - a i r c r a f t  company t o  proceed t o .  . .where they  
w i l l  assist i n  t h e  choppipg and g a t h e r i n g  of lumber." The 
message added t h a t  " t h i s  wood w i l l  be u t i l i z e d  in t h e  
r e p a i r i n g  of i n s t a l l a t i o n s . "  (SUEDE 501st C o r n  Recon Grp 
Korea, K-2759, 11 May 52) 

are r e p a i r i n g  and b u i l d i n g  semi-permanent f a c i l i t i e s .  While 
not a c o n c l u s i v e  i n d i c a t i o n  of enemy i n t e n t i o n s ,  it would 
appear  d o u b t f u l  t h a t  combat pe r sonne l  would be d i v e r t e d  by 
t h e  u n i t  commander t o  lumbering o p e r a t i o n s  to  r e p a i r  d e f e n s i v e  
i n s t a l l a t i o n s  i f  he were aware of a pending major o f f e n s i v e .  

Comment: T h i s  is f u r t h e r  ev idence  t h a t  t h e  Communists

t h a t  "beginning 28 A p r i l ,  D i v i s i o n  s t a t i o n  w i l l  cease

According t o  t h e  Far  E a s t  Command, t h e  2nd A r t i l l e r y  
D i v i s i o n  n e t  had no t  reappeared as of 9 May. FECOM b e l i e v e s  
t h a t  t h i s  n e t  be ing  c l o s e d  f o r  an i n d e f i n i t e  p e r i o d  i n d i c a t e s  
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t h a t  "no a c t i v e  o p e r a t i o n s  were envisaged  f o r  t h e  u n i t  i n  
t h e  immediate f u t u r e . "  (SUEDE CINCFE SIB 499, 9 May; 
CCM-1109, 27 Apr 52) 

Comment: When combat e lements  of the  2nd A r t i l l e r y  
D i v i s i o n  were r e l i e v e d  i n  west c e n t r a l  Korea by e lements  
of  t h e  1st A r t i l l e r y  D i v i s i o n  between 20 and 24 A p r i l ,  it 
w a s  s p e c u l a t e d  tha t  t h e  2nd A r t i l l e r y  might remain i n  combat. 
I t  now appea r s  t h a t  t h e  d i v i s i o n  has  been withdrawn from 
t h e  f r o n t .  

5 .  Record number of Chinese j e t  d i v i s i o n s  b e l i e v e d  
based on Korean bo rde r :  An a l y s i s  of messages passed  on t h e  
Chinese Communist g round-cont ro l led  i n t e r c e p t  n e t  d u r i n g  
April i n d i c a t e s  t h a t  f o u r  Chinese Communist MIG-15 d i v i s i o n s  
are based on Manchurian f i e l d s  nea r  t h e  Yalu R i v e r .  They 
are t h e  4 t h  D i v i s i o n  probably  a t  Antung, t h e  6 t h  and 1 7 t h  
a t  Tatungkou, and t h e  1 2 t h  a t  Takushan. (SUEDE USA-38 Ap 741,

Comment: Four Chinese J e t  d i v i s i o n s  are t h e  largest 
number noted  i n  t h i s  area, and they  r e p r e s e n t  a d o u b l i n g  of 
s t r e n g t h  s i n c e  February .  

50 p l a n e s  e a c h ,  there are b e l i e v e d  t o  be gne Korean and t h r e e  
S o v i e t  WIG-15 u n i t s ,  of unknown s t r e n g t h ,  i n  I h e  Antung area.
